Name of officer and rank. — Biswanath Ghosh, Constable 
No. 498, 24-Parganas District Police, West Bengal. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. — On tho night of the 11th May 1948, Constable 
Biswanath Ghosh along with another Constable was on 
patrol duty at the Hnlisar Holding Yard, protecting Rail- 
wav property which was being stolen systematically by 
an organised gang of robbers. At about 3 o’clock in the 
morning a motor lorry was seen approaching the Yard 
Constable Biswanath Ghosh immediately asked his com- 
panion to cover the lorry from behind while- he himself 
went np the road and challenged it. About a dozen men 
armed with iron rods got out frotn the lorry which had 
come to a stop. One of the armed men ordered the driver 
io start the lorry and then aimed a revolver at Constable 
Biswanath Ghosli tlireatemng to kill him. Constable 
Ghosh (hereupon look cover behind a mud bank and 
regardless of great personal risk met the challenge of the 
gangs! ers bv firing n round with a view to stop tho lorry. 
Tins resulted in the instantaneous death of the driver. 
On hear ng the report of the gun, other Constables came 
in Ihe spot and arrested eight of the gang; about twentv 
gangsters, however, escaped. This gallant deed of the 
Constable not only saved the administration from incurring 
a heavy loss but also brought r well-organised gang of 
robbers under arrest, 
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loss 


Constable Biswanath Ghosh showed initiative, courage 
-and presence of mind of a high order at great personal risk.
